Many 
of these who work for a Ilving and 
many manufacturers who have tried 
to bulld up industries in this country 
are going to realize that experiment 
ing with settled conditions is dan- 
gerous.” 
The Lesson Is Plain 

Those who have seen the production 
of woollen cloth in Canada decline 
from an average of $13,000,000 per 
year in 1896, when the population of 
the country was only about five mil 
ions, to $6,000,000 in 1912, when the

Although fully one-half of thé-peo- 
ple of the United States are living in 
prohibitionist territory, more than 
twice the amount of whisky is  con- 
sumed annually in that country than 
Was the case seventeen years ago. 
More liquor of all kinds is being con- 
sumed, and diseases known to be 
caused by alcohol excesses are in- 
creasing. 

Thus, insanity, which is frequently 
the result of over-indulgence in 
drink, has increased 7.8 per 100,000 in 
the eight prohibition States, while for 
the entire country the increase is 4.4. 


Maine, the banner  prohibitionist 
State of the Union, shows an _ in- 
creased insanity population of 21.2 


per 100,000, while Nebraska, a “wet” 


| State, shows a decrease of 27.6. 


These figures have been compiled 
by an American physician, Dr. hougy 
ton Williams, who attributes the poor 
showing of the prohibitionist States 
to the fact that the consumption of 
spirits has increased far more than 
that of beers andswines, because the 
small bulk of spirits makes smuggl- 
ing easier.

Growing Better Tea in India 

In India, tea planting has become 

a great industry, and the present 
crop is likely to prove an exception 
ally good one, from all points of 
view. 
Machinery is yery largely used on 
the plantations ‘for drying and roll- 
ing purposes and in the majority of 
cases have lessened manual labor 
and allowed for the handling of a 
larger output with little or no en- 
hanced expenditure, but it is still a 
moot question whether any of the 
machinery invented has improved 
the quality in the manufactured tea. 
They have provided for more desir- 
able methods of manufacture, but 
these, after all, commend themselves 
little to the great mass of consum- 
ers. The factors which go for flavor 
are still a good deal of a mystery. 

There is, among Indian tea plaut- 
ers, a deicded opinion that in some 
parts of the country teas have im- 
proved in flavor during the past ten 
years. 

Curiously enough this is accounted 
for by the intensive cultivation and 
manuring that has come into vogue 
during the last decade. It is not se 
very maby years ago When manur- 
ing in any form, When resorted to, 
was looked upon as a necessary evii. 
When the operation was performed 
it was in order to increase the out- 
put and no one imagined for a single 
moment that it would do otherwise 
that coarsen the tea and reduce the 


flavor. As a matter of fact so it did. 
It was wrongly applied and too 
much nitrogenous substance was 


added to the soil at one time, with- 
out the necessary cultivation in order 
to allow of the roots assimilating a 
proportionate supply of mineral mat- 
ters and thereby insuring a well-bal- 
anced supply of all the constituents 
required by the plant. 

These things are being better un- 
derstood now, and they were equally 
as well understcod 30 years ago, but 
those Who did understand , were 
laughed av and called faddists. So 
they are, sti, by certain sections of 
planters. 

There are big profits in tea, one 
concern paying a dividend of 40 per 
cent. Last year this company paid 
the same interest, but the share- 
holders are grumbling because they 
expected at least 50 per cent. in re- 
turn for their investment.

The High Cost of Living 

At the present time possibly no 
other subject igs receiving quite as 
much attention in Canada as this 
one. It Will be a surprise to most 
readers to know that during the fiscal 
years which ended March 31st, 1913, 
Canada paid $11,500,000 in duty on 
food, and all of this large sum is 
virtually a direct tax on the consum- 
er, 

In glancing over the list it is easy 
to understand that the buying public 
are themselves largely to blame in 
many instances, for there are articles 
of food produced in Canada that are 
equal in every respect to those made 
in any country in the world. 

In the baking powder line alone 
there were 667,504 Ibs. imported into 
Canada, and this means the consum- 
er paid’ in duty the enornious sum of 
$67,000.

If the consumer would devote a lit- 
tle thought and attention to this sub- 
ject a large amount of money could 
and would be saved.—Canadian Home 
Journal.

Governor 
tories Will Continue to Cross the 
Line Until Tariffs are Changed 


On July 14th Mr, Bugene N. Foss, 
Governor of Massachusetts and one 
of the most influential business men 
and statesman in the United States 
made the following appeal to Con- 
gress: 

“All over the United States the ten- 
dency among the principal manufac- 
turing interests is toward the estab- 
lishment of plants in Canada. This 
movement has been going on for many 
years, and it is estimated that from 
three to five hundred million dollars 
of American capital is now Invested 
{in these Canadians plants. American 
manufacturers have completely filled 
the American market, and their pro- 
duction is now greatly in excess of the 
domestic demand. Under these con- 
ditions the expansion of their domes- 
tic plants is impossible, and it ts be- 
coming necessary for them to curtail 
production, If they had a reasonable 
outlet for their surplus products, un- 
der reciprocal trade agreements with 
other countries, these industries could 
remain at home and grow; but, under 
the conditions that exist, they must 
remove in part to those countries 
whose markets they desire to reach. 

Stop Movement to Canada 

“This movement of Amerigan manu- 
factures to Canada could be stopped 
and they could remain in this country 
if it were not for the absurd conditions 
created by our tariff legislation. We 
should have with Canada and,other 
countries such trade agreements as 
would enable us to manufacture our 
goods in the United States, giving em- 
ployment to American workingmen 
and utilizing only American capital. 
But such agreements would imply a 
recognition of the principle of rec!- 
procity. Reciprocity would meet the 
wide-spread demand throughout this 
country for a lower tariff—and would 
meet that demand on sane and reason- 
able lines, stimulating our industries 
and our trade, Canada, in particular, 
is one of our most valuable customef- 
nations in theory and should be so in 
tact. During the past ten years the 
rate of increase in population in Can- 
ada has proceeded far faster than in 
this country and her relative industrial 
power is growing faster than our own. 
If we cannot get this market through 
proper adjustment of our tariff policy 
then we must go to Canads and es- 
tablish ourselves there.” 

A Second Statement 

Gn July 16th Governor Foss follow- 
ed up his) first;appeal with another, 
in part as follows! 

“The movement of American Manu- 
factures and American money into 
Canada hus been going on so quietly 
that it has not attracted much public 
attention. The General Electric Com- 
pany has a very extensive plant in 
Canada; also the Westinghouse Hlec- 
tric Company, the Oliver Chilled Plow 
Company, the International Harvester 
Company, the American Locomotive 
Company, the American Blower Com- 
pany, the Buffalo Forge Company, the 
Plymouth Cordage Works, and in fact 
nearly all the leading concerns of 
every industry have been compelled 
to establish branches in Canada, ‘To 
complete the list would be impossible, 
for in many instances the establish- 
ment of these factories is not an- 
nounced and not made a matter of 
official record. I find, however, that 
up to January 1, 1918, approximately 
176 American companies had establish- 
,éd themselves, The pecorded amounts

“Our principal competitor, the Amert- 
can Blower Company, of which Secre- 
tary Redfield has been until recently 
Vice-President, built a great plant 14 
Windsor, Ont., two years ago. Mr. 
Redfleld toured the world in the {a 
terests of his company, and on that 
tour acquired the information which 
has given him reputation as a tariff 
expert. In many instances the plants 
which our manufacturers are estab- 
lishing in Canada are directly owned 
and financed by the parent concert 
in this country, and in some instances, 
even the payroll is met by the weekly 
shipments of funds from the American 
parent concern to its branch in Can- 
ada. I belleve it is a conservative es- 
timate to say that, up to date, at least 
five hundred millions of American 
money has been poured into Canada 
in the buiiding up of American pfw- 
perties across the border. I believe 
that the movement of American cupl- 
tal toward Canada will greatly: in 
crease from year to yéar under the 
present fiscal systems of both coun- 
tries. Undoubtedly the development 
of Canada in the next twenty-five 
years will be rélatively greater than 
in the United States. This, fact in» 
pels enterprising concerns to fortify 
themselves by locating within Cana- 
dian borders,’” 

~The B, F. Sturtevant Company of 
which Mr, Foss is treasurer and which 
as he says, is establishing a plant at 
Galt, Ontario, has for long manufac. 
tured engines and heating plants in 
a large way at Hyde Park, near Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, 

The Sturtevant enterprise is wel 
come in Canada because it brings with 
it American capital for the employ- 
ment of Canadian workmen, the up 
building of a Canadian town and the 
broadening of the Canadian farmers’ 
home market. A similar transfer of 
United States capital and industries 
to Canadian soil has been strikingly 
evident in hundreds of Hastern Can- 
adian and Western Canadian towns, 
Look at the thriving industrial cen 
tres which dot Ontario and Quebec 
and have lately sprung up in the 
Eastern Maritime Provinces, and upon 
the Western prairies! 

The Governor of Massachusetts de 
claves that American manufacturere 
need Canada as an outlet for thelr 
products and that Washington should 
prevail upon Ottawa to lower the 
Canadian tariff so that United States 
firms could send more of their goods 
{nto this country witfout going to 
the expense of establishing Canadian 
plants and employing Cunadian arti- 
sans. This is a perfectly legitimate 
desire for Mr. Foss to entertain, but 
Canadian workmen will be slow to 
accede to it. As Mr. Foss says the 
Dominion has been progressing More 
rapidly than the Republic for ter 
years past. Much of this progress bas 
come from the annexation of American 
industries, and we shall scarcely alter 
a fiscal policy that has brought such 
splendid results.

An Accident to Oklahoma May Ex- 
plain Some Mysterious Dis- 
appearances 
Important questions are raised by 
the wreck of the tank steamer Okla- 
homa which should not be lost sight 
of in the tragedy of the life-loss and 
the remarkable escape of part of the 
crew. This ship was comparatively 
| new—built no longer ago than 1908— 
| With a gross tonnage ‘of about 6,000, 
)But either when balanced on top of 
& wave or when lifted up end and end 
jby two waves, it broke in two Ap- 
parently as quick.and as cleanly as if 

of hollow boxwood under a knife. 

That its bulkhead construction was 
of the best is indicated by the fact 
that the stern half raced along for 
some time under a full head of steam | 
and nearly ran down the béw half, 
which kept afloat until sunk by the 
cannon-shot of a derelict-destroyer. 

If one freight ship of apparently the 
most modern construction” can thus 
break in two under the mere stress 
of wave motion, why may not others, 
including passenger vessels, be ex- 
posed to the same danger? As a mat- 
ter of fact they are, and have in many 
cases succumbed to the test. 

There was the Western Reserve on 
the great Jakes, which went down | 
with all hands from such an accident. 
The British torpedo-boat catcher 
Corba broke in two at sea some years 
ago and all on board were lost. The | 
| Santa Rosa, on the Pacific Coast, was | 
similarly broken in two at the bulk-} 
head amidships and lost. As _ late 
as August, 1912, the British Dacre | 
Castle was lost in the same way, and 
in July, of last year the Japanese | 
Manchu Maru. Undoubtedly many of 
the ships which have left port aud 
never been heard of afterward disap- 
peared from the same cause. 

The Oklahoma was 419 feet long, or 
about half the length of the average 
trans-Atlaptic liner, and as length in- 


creases, the relative longitudinal 
strength amidships necessarily de- 
creases. Nor is the longest ship 


afloat long enough always to be sure 
of a single wave or never exactly 
bridging two waves. Such positions 
are doubtléss rare to the biggest ves- 
sels, but ship builders do not appear 
to be as sure as they should be that 
the strain could be withstood if it 
ever came. 

Experts like Samuel Holmes, of this 
city, explain the Oklahoma and other, 
cases of the kind by the fagt that the 
transverse riveting of the section of 
hull follows u single line around the 
girth of the ship and so concentrates 
on that line all the weakness result- 
ing from the numerous rivet holes. 
But why then should so obvious a 
course of weakening be persisted in 


when it might apparently be over- 
come by a wider distribution of the 
riveting? It is a matter which might 


well engage the closer attention of 
ship architects and  builders.—New 
York World.

A Comparatively Small Percentage of 
the Total Land Area of the’ Nine 
Provinces ig Yet Under Cultivation, 

* According to Figures Given by Cen- 
sus Branch Department. 

The potential agricultural resources 
of Canada are indicated by the fact 
that not more than 2.6 per cent. of tLe 
total land area of the nine provinces 
is now under cultivation. This is one 
of the interesting statements in a bull- 
etin issued by the census branch of 
the department of trade and com- 
merce, 

The total land area of the nine pro-} 
vinces is placed at 1,401,516,413 acres. 
The area of farm land occupied in 
1911 according to census figures is 109,- 
777,085 acres. 

It is estimated that within the boun- 
duries of the nine provinces, as at 
present constituted, there is a total 
cultivable area of 440,951,000 acres. 
This, it will be noted, is only 31 per 
cent. of the total land area and takes 
no account of forest and swamp lands 
which may ultimately be tilled, nor of 
northern areas, of which the agricul- 
tural possibilities are-at present un- 
known, because unexplored and wn- 
surveyed. 

The total area under cultivation is 
given as thirty-six million acres. Of 
this, field crops represent 35,375,000 
acres and fruit and vegetable crops 
625,000 acres. Only about thirty- 
three per cent. of the area now occu- 
pled as farm land is at present under 
cultivation, while, as noted above, ouly 
2.6 per cent. of the total land area 1s 
occupied for agricultural purposes. 

In Prince Edward Island 86.01 per 
cent. of the total land arew is occupied 
‘as farm land, while ninety per Cent. 
lis estimated as being possible for cul- 
tivation.. In Nova Scotia 38.83 per 
cent. {s occupied as farm land with 60 
per cent. of the total land area pos- 
sible of cultivation. In New Bruns- 
wick 25.36 per cent. of the land area 
is occupied with 60 per cent. cultiv- 
able. In Quebec 3.52 per cent. is oc- 
cupied with 10 per cent. culiivable. In 
Ontario 9.37 per cent. is occupied with 
25 per cent. cultivable. Manitoba 8.35 
and 50; Saskatchewan 18.39 against 60 
per cent.; Alberta 10.96 per cent. 
lagainst 65 per cent.; British Columbia 
only 112 per cent. is occupied with 20 
per cent. cultivable. 

For all Canada the total land area 
is given as 4401,316,413 acres, with 
109,777,085 acres or 7.18 per cent. oc- 
cupied as farm lands, The estimate of 
possible farm iand is given as 440,951,- 
000 acres or 31 per cent. of the total 
area. 


COMETS FORECASTED WARS 


Troubles in Mexico and Turkey Were

Sun Power From Sahara 

A great deal has been published in 
scientific and technical journals with- 
in the past-half-dozen years concern- 
ing the experiments on a large scale 
in developing power from the sun’s 
heat, which have been carried on by 
Frank Shuman, comments the editor 
of the Engineering News. 

For two or three years past, Mr. 
Shuman hag been engaged in erect- 
ing a large sun power plant near) 
Cairo, Egypt. In this plant, he aban- 
doned his scheme for heating water to 
a moderate temperature and returned 
to the earlier scheme of concentrating | 
the rays of the sun by reflecting} 
curved mirrors upon boilers contain- 
ing the wate. to be evaporated, Var- 
fous accounts of this plant have ap- 
peared in popular scientific journals, 
but the first engineering analysis of 
it with the results of tests thereon 
was made public in a paper read on 
April 6, in London, before the Society 
of Engineers by A. 8. BE. Ackermann. 

Briefly summarized, the plant erect- 
ed in Egypt covered seven-efghts of 
an acre of ground and the highest out- 
put of power obtained from it in the 
test was only 19.1 horse power. While 
it is claimed tha: the low pressure 
steam engine which utilized the steam 
did not work satisfactorily in the 
test, it was evident that even had the 
engine worked with as high a degree 
of efficiency as could possibly be ex- 
pected, the power output would have 
been a mere trifle compared with the 
enormous cost and space occupied by 
the plant. 

The results are well worth placing 
on record for their scientific value, but 
as a commercial enterprise the pro- 
duction of Power from sunshine ap- 
pears to be about on a plane with the 
proverbial industry of extracting sun- 
shine from cucumbers.

BUFFALO INCREASE FAST 
Goverment, Rowever, Has Not Been 
So Fortunate With Reindeer 
The Dominion buffalo herd at Wain- 
wright, Alberta, is increasing so rapid- 
ly that the gove:nment now has no 
less than 1,500 animals. When the 
herd was secured several years ago 
there were only half thig number, 
and no less tha. 152 were added by 
naturat increase during the past year 
alone. ‘This information was given 
by Hon. Dr. Roche, minister of the 
interior, during the discussion of his 

estimates. 

However, the attempts of the gov- 
ernment to propagate reindeer have 
not been so successful. Fifty were 
secured from Labrador a few years 
ago through the assistance of Dr. 
Wilfrid Grenfell. They were taken to 
Fort Smith, in the Peace river coun- 
try, but 12 were lost in transit and 
others were lost in stampede caused 
by the annoyance from flies. The 
government had 11 left.

That sleep is the “key to the time- 
piece of lite,” the “greatest enemy of 
death,” the most vital factor for long 
life, and that the sending of children 
to school at 7 and 8 am., us is done 
in Germany, is “barbarous,” and 4% 
“massacre of life’ are some of (the 
statements made by Professor Carl 
Ludwig Schleich in an article printed 
in a Berlin publication on “How to 
Prolong Our Life.” 

Professor Schleich is one of the 
most eminent surgeons and medical 
authorities ir. Ge-many and jis also 
widely known in other countries. The 
local anesthetic which he discovered 
is used by surgeotis and physicians for 
operations in every civilized land. 

Dwelling upon the necessity and re- 
lation of optimism to longevity Profes- 
sor Schleich quickly passes over the 
necessity of hygiene, moderation and 
temperance, und‘ declares that the 
secret of long life lies in two things— 
elasticity of the veits and arteries and 
sleep. ‘ 

“What can we do,” he asks, “to 
protect our elastic, rubber-like cell 
tube system and prevent the loss of 
energy through what is known as ‘cal- 
cification?’ 

“T know noth‘ng more important 
than gymnastics of the blood vessels 
of the skin-—systematic ‘turn excr- 
cises’ of the millions of lHttle ringlet- 
like muscles of the blood vessels in 
the skin—and second the art of sleep, 
developed to a tyrannical point. 

“Everybody feels instinctively that 
sleep is the greatest physician for the 
suffering of the day. Sleep is not only 
the ‘beautiful brother of death,’ as 
the ancient Greeks characterized it, 
but is in fact the enemy of death. 


“Sleep quietly one-half of your life} 


away! You will have twice as much 
of the other half! This is a maxim 
that ought to become a part of our 
flesh and blood. The oft-repeated, 
‘eight hours for work, eight hours 
for pleasure and eight hours for slecp’ 
is unquestionably false. 

“The civilized man or woman of to- 
day must learn to sleep at the very 
least ten hours out of twenty-four if 
he or shp expects to check the in- 
creased wear and irritability of ‘his 
or her modern neurasthenic life and 
temperament. The extiva two hours, [ 
believe, should be taken from work 
time rather than from the hours for 
pleasure and recr ation.” 3

Courage, says 
Socrates, consists in knowing what one 
ought and what one ough: not to feur. 
One ought to fear none of the things 
which all men do fear—death, wounds, 
sickness, poverty, persecution, injus- 
tice—for “to the good man no evil 
thing can happen.” .!t is too high 
doctrine for cammon mortals.

The 
wearer of the Victoria Cross will quail 
in the dentist’s chair, or fall into a 
panic about his health on catching a 
common cold. On2 man will face any 
peril by water, but grow pale at the 
thought-of a fire; another is a hero 
{fn all other possible emergencies, but 
is haunted by the fear of drowning. 
For the complete courage We must go 
to the apostles and mystics, “in all 
things approving themselves as the 
ministers of God, in stripes, in impris- 
onments, in tumults, in labors, in 
watchings, in fastings;” “as dying and 
behold we live; as chastened and not 
killed.” Love, patriotism, faith, duty, 
will bring men and women to this 
plane, and even at time: carry them 
beyond it into a passion for martyr- 
dom which easily becomes morbid.— 
Westminster Gazette. 


Fatal Nervolis Shock 

A curious confi:mation of the super: 
stition that men can be Killed and 
wounded by the “wind of passing pro- 
jectiles was given in a paper by Pro- 
fessor Laurent, of Brussels, before 
the French Academy of Science.

Individual Fair Play 

In a herd of 12 dairy cows the aver- 
age yleld last year was ‘3,780 pounds 
of milk and 144 pounds of fat. The 10 
best cows in the district averaged 6,- 
293 pounds of mi‘l: and 221 pounds of 
fat. 

When it is seen that the difference 
in the average of these two groups of 
10 cows is 3,475 pounds of milk, while 
between the bast ard poorest individ- 
val cow thers was ac.ually a differ- 
ence of 6,195 pounds of milk, it is quite 
evident that figuring out just a cold, 
dead, machine-like “average” is quite 
unsuitable and unfair when it comes 
to dealing with a living,-nervous, sen- 
sitive cow. 

That difference of $61.95 between 
the earning pover of two individual 
cows indicates the cow's natural re- 
bellion against mere mechanical treat- 
ment. Being an animated and complex 
bundle of her particular likes and dis* 
likes, then her best results will be 
cheerfully given. She is not simply 
one of a team, but an ‘ndividua! whose 
pecularities are well worth studying to 
ensure developme:t. 

The average may be used in giving 
due justice to each cow only when all 
in the herd are equally good. Just as 
long as tiese remarkable differences 
exist between individual cows, there 
will also remai. tue need for a record 
of cost of feed and production of milk 
of each one separately. Then the herd 
can be built up on the definite system 
of-each one contributing a good mea- 
sure of profit; otherwide the defic- 
iencies of several poor cows add to the 
heavy burden shduldered by the two 
or three stue vorkers of the team that 
do make large profits. Dairy records 
give fair play to eacl. cow and help 
in judging individual merit.

That is the period during 
which a close watch is kept for them, 
although, of course, a detective who 
watches ships is always looking for 
people against whom warrants have 
been issued, however, old the crime.”

MAWSON'S TRIP IS 
DRAMATICALLY TOLD 


NAVIGATING OFFICER OF THE 
AURORA TELLS OF FIND!NG 
EXPLORER 


The First Personal Account Given of 
the Dramatic Meeting of the Explor- 
er With the Relief Ship on the 
Shores of tne Antarctic Sea. 

The first person:: account to reach 
this country of the voyage of Dr. 
Mawson's ship Aurcra, which relieved 
the Australian explorer and his party 
on the conclusion of their two year's 
Work in the Antarctic, has been made 
public by Percival Gray, navigating 
officer of the Aurora, who reached 
England recently. 

The Aurora left Hobart on Decem- 
ber 19, calling on the way at Macquar- 
fe Island to embark the wireless party 
at that lonely halfway house to the 
Antarctic and to lend reliefs. There 
was a considerable amount of drift 
and pack ice, but the vessel pushing 
her way through heavy drift ice, even- 
tually arrived at Mawson's main base. 

“Karly in the morning of that day,” 
said Mr. Gray, “in clear and calm 
weather, we anchored in Common- 
wealth Bay to relieve those whom 
last year we had to leave behind in 
the Antarctic under the dramatic cir- 
cumstances which are already known. 
Shortly after our arrival we Jaunched 
the whale boat in charge of Captain 
Davis, commander of the Aurora, and 
landed, rejoic'ng to find that the sev- 
en members of Dr. Mawson's expedi- 
tion were alive and well. Personally, 
I had not seen Dr. Mawson since two 
years previously, and was surprised 
to find him so fine after the exper- 
fence he had undergone. 

“We were struck with the fact that 
since we iast saw them the party 
had become almost bald, doubtless 
owing to the fact that for two years 
they had been Wearing close woollen 
headgear. 

“There was one addition to the base 
camp which appeaied to all of us. It 
was a# large cross, Visible far out at 
sea, which had been erected to the 
memory of Lieut. Ninnis and Dr. 
Merz, Loth of whom had laid down 
their lives in the cause of science. 
Soon after our arrival all the party 
were taken aboard the Mirora and re- 
ceived a never-to-be-forgotten welcome 
from the crew of our ship. 

“We at once commenced prepara- 
tions for embarking the stores, speci- 
mens, ete, from the base, a work 
which had to be suspendec at inter- 
vals owing to the Antarctic blizzards 
which sprang up. Eventually after 
eleven days’ work, our labors were 
cumpleted, atid the hut only was left. 
Pefore leaving, this building was care- 
fully clysed, and a message was nail- 
ed on ihe table that Mawson’s people 
had been there.”

In addition to the information re 
garding lands which have been home 
steaded or otherwise disposed of the 
publication contains complete informa- 
ation with respect to Indian Reserves, 
Timber Berths, Grazing Leases, Post 
offices, Railways, etc., throughout the 
three provinces.

Map fs befng distributed free of charge 
and a copy covering any one, or the 
three western provinces may be ob- 
tained upon application to r.

Potato Diseases 

There has been issued by the d& 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa a 
remarkably well executed folder, 
Farmers’ Circular No. 4, entitled “Po- 
tato Diseases Trausmitted by the Use 
of Unsound Tubers,” showing in nat- 
ural colors representations of spcci- 
mens of diseased potatoes. Diseases 
and other blemislics represented are 
potato canker, powdery scab, hollow 
potato, internal brown streak, little po- 
tato disease, dry rot, wet rot, cam- 
mon potato scab, and stem-end rot. 
Special reference is male to potato 
canker and powdery scab, the Jatter of 
which occurs already in Canada, and 
should be carefully avoided. The folder 
points out that, under the destructive 
insect and pest ac: of Canada, any yer- 
son is Hable to prosecution. Potato 
growers who suspect the presence of 
either of the latter diseases are re- 
quested to send specimens to the Po- 
minion Botanist, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. This folder, prepared 
by Mr. H. T. Gussow, Dominion Botan- 
ist, will be sent free to those who ap 
ply for it to the Publications Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa.
